DECISION IS 
IMPORTANT. 


Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission Makes Ruling. 


Holds It Has no Control Over 
Ocean Traffic. 
Jurisdiction in Such Cases 


Ends at Seaboard. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—A decis- 
ion was promulgated today by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission in one 
of the most important cases it has 
been called upon to determine for 
some time. It is that of the Coamo- 
politan Importing Company, a Phila- 
delphia organization, chartered under 
the laws of New Jersey, against the 
Hamburg-American Packet Company, 
the North German Lioyd Steamship 


the Scandinavian-American lines. 

The complainant's petition was filed 
with the commission nearly a year 
ago. Some time subsequently the de- 
fendants filed a demurrer, attacking 
the jyrisdiction of the Interstate Com- 
merce C‘ornmission. 


The opinion in the case. which is 
very voluminous, was prepared by 
Commissioner Franklin K. Lane. In 


brief, and in effect, the comniission 
decides against itself, holding that it 
has no authority over oceanic trans- 
portation, and thus determines the 


the complafnant. 
COMPLAINANT'S CONTENTION. 
In this case -the complainant al- 


panies transport traffic under through 
bills of lading between inland points 
of the United States and foreign 
ports, and are thereby subject to the 
jurisdiction of the commission: that 
the defendants have made arrange- 
ments for the pooling of eastbound 
export traffic maintained by rail to 
Atlantic ports, and thence by steam- 
ship lines to points in Denmark. 
Sweden, Norway, Finland and Ger- 
man points in the Baltic: that this 
so-called “Baltic pool” arbitrarily de- 
termines the ultimate rates from in- 
land points of the United States to 
such foreign points, via the North 
Atlantic ports; and that the Hambure- 
American Packet Company maintains 
& monopoly of westbound and east- 
bound traffic forwarded on local and 
on through billie of lading between 
Germany and other continental coun- 
tries and ftmiland cities of the United 
States. 

The prayer of the petition ts that the 
commission declare the ‘Baltic pool” 
to be an illegal pooling of freights un- 
der the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion act; that the monopéely of the 
Hamburg-American Packet Company 
is deciared unlawful, and that relle? 
be granted to the complainant, which 
also is a trans-Atlantic steamship com- 
pany deing a freicht business between 
|America and continental ports 

LANE DISCUSSES CASE. 
In his discussions of the reasons for 


the commission's decision, Com - 
sioner Lane says: “This commission 
has no jurisdiction over Shipments 


moving from ports of the United States 
to a foreign country not adjacent when 
such shipments are not carried by rall 
or by rail and water from an Iniand 
point of origin to a point of trans- 
shipment. An inland movement of ex- 
port of import traffic is a condition 
precedent to the attaching of jurisdic- 
tion. 

“The commission may regulate inter- 
state traffic, whether by rail or by 4 
combined rail and water route, from 
point of receipt to point of delivery, 
but the commission in its control over 
foreign commerce is limited to the reg- 
ulation of such traffic. whether by rail- 
road or by a combination of rail and 
water carriers from and to the point of 
trans-shipment. The pooling of traffic 
by water carriers is piainiy a matter 
over which this commission has no jur- 
isdiction. 

“A rail carrier may control, and con- 
nect with a line of steamships engaged 
in foreign commerce, with which it 
may interchange business as freely as 
with another rail carrier, and it may 
quote a combined rate for the through 
movement, the agents of the railroad 
company, acting as the agent of the 
steamship company in so doing. 

“Jt has been the uniform interpre- 
tation of the law that an all-water 
carrier engaged in carrying freight 
originating in New York or New Or- 
leans, may engage in such traffic be- 
tween ports without publishing its 
rates with this commission, and so 
may the steamships plying 


water carriers are controlled or man- 
aged by the same corporation as con- 
trols or manages a rail line, or if be- 
tween a rail and water line, there is 
an arrangement for continuous car- 
riage, then such water line becomes 
subject to all the provisions manda- 
tory and prohibitory of the act to reg- 
ulate commerce. Om foreign commerce 
to a non-adjecent country the juris- 
diction of this commission over the 
carriers therein engaged ends at the 
seaboard.”

been started. In many counties huge 
signs have been erected on buildings 
and in high places near by, declaring

If the women who 
ere agitating the question want my 
advice, I'll say this to them: ‘Don't 
waste time in Washington asking for 
a constitutional amendment. If you 
got it, it would have to be ratified by 
two-thirds of the States. Every State 
determines the questions for itself. 
Women. have full suffrage in three 
States.

than that of 1897. So serious is the outlock that 
influential Nawabs and Maharajahs recentiy called 
|@ meeting of representative Europeans and Indians 

in Lucknow and formed a charitable relief fund. 


This fond has nowereached a total of 200,000 rupees, 


and is being used to purchase clothing and pro- 
| ¥isions for ihe very neady. 


Owing to the drought following the meonscon 
floods, the crops of the United Provinces, which 
were estimated at 5,000,000 tons, have only realized 


, 1,500,000. The out-turn of the two greatest crops, 


cotton and sugar, has been very indifferent, result- 
ing in a stupendous loss to the provinces. At pres- 
ent there are 649,000 persons on relief works, while 


@n additional 253,000 are in receipt of gratuitous | 


The famine is not confined to this part 
employing 1300 
In Central India 93,000 are on relief work 
and 11,000 are fed gratuitously, while in Bengal, 
chiefly in the Orissa district, there are 300,000 per- 
sons in dire distress. 

To (alifornians who are living in the midst of 
plenty and .bleased with a superb climate it must 
seem inconceivable that famine should Visit India 
year After year; but as it is not confined to ne 
district it appears hopeless to attempt to explain all 
its causes, or to say what methods could be suc- 
cessfully adopted for overcoming these awful visita- 
tions. 

Before the British occupation up country natives 
were in the habit of ruthlessly cutting down whole 
forests and planting the ground thus cleared with 
surface crops. Owing to their primitive methods of 
eultivation the top soil soun became exhausted, 
With the result that the tillers moved to other parts 
of the district and repeated operations every three 
or four years. in the course of time vast tracts 
of land necame denuded of trees, and the rainfall so 
decreased thai streams became shallower and 
eventually dried up, and what had at one time been 
fertile tracis, covered with valuable timber. were 
now turned into barren wastes. 

In those days infanticide wes prevalent; thou- 
sands of innocent babies were either offered up it 
the shrine of Kali, or cast into the river Ganges, or 
some trivutary of “Mother Ganga.” Suti¢e was at 
its height and amongst the Sikhs all weaklings and 
surplus feniale babies were sluin. When the Prit- 
ish occupied India, the government, under Lord Wii- 
liam Bentinck, the then Viceroy, abolished suttee 
and infanticide, and so successful were they in put- 
ting a stop to thefe shameful practices that the 
population increased rapidly. ‘Ioday India has an 
increased population of some 90,000,000 persona who 
would otherwise have voluntarily thrown § them- 
selves upon the burning pyres of their husbands, or 
have been offered up in sacrifice to the Goddess of 
Cruelty oy their heathen parents, , 

The surplus population settied on these arid 
wastes, living on what scanty crops they could pro- 
duce, and for the most part were dependent upon 
an irreguiar rainfall. Many of the men flocked to 
large cities, induced thither by offers of steady em- 
ployment. leaving the old people to cultivate snd 
keep up the land. As remittances were sent thate 
parents trom time to time it can be easily seen that 
the land must have been much neglected. The gov- 
ernment was doing all in ite power to protect the 
timber on the hills and could ill afford to spend 
countiess thousands in reclaiming arid plains and 
laying out the necessary canals for irrigation pur- 


allowance. 


poses. Now that government realizes that famine 
has come to stay, it is doing all in its power to 
combat the evil and neglect. 

Thousands of sufferers are annually employed 


during the famine months in digging canals and 
ditches, planting trees and sowing crops, and if is 


believed that the money now being so lavishly spent | 


will eventually restore much of the waste land. 
There is however another question, and «ne 
which sooner or later must be taken up by the gov- 
ernment. The indifference of the zemindars (land- 
lords) to the sufferings of their wretched tenants 
in time of distress, exists in every part of India 
where the zemindari system prevails. Following 
the examples of many of the Irish landlords, zemin- 
dars for the most part absent themselves from their 
estates and live in iuxury in Caleutta, 
Madras and other large cities, and so long as their 
managers remit them plenty of money, little do 
they care how it has been squeezed from their 
tenants. Like most loafers, these are the men wh® 
spout loudest at political meetings and abuse gov- 
erament for indifference to the sufferings of the 
people. 
These zemindars after “collecting their rents 
nd over a share to the cvilector or civil servant 
for the maintenance of the British government in 
India; but as the “peishkas” (rent fixed about 100 
years ago) received by government is very much 
lees than half of that screwed by the zemindurs cut 
of their unfortunate tenants, the government joses 
a difference of several millions a year in revenue, 
which might avoid the necessity of Mansion House 
funds in London and subscription lists in India. 


ENATOR HALE HALF RIGHT. 

Senator Hale is right in his contention that 
there should be ample provision made at the earliest 
moment to provide a fleet of colliers to wait on the 
battleship fleet. He is wrong in the contention that 
no more battleships should be built until the col- 
liers are provided. The whole truth is that both 
an increase of the navy and a fleet of colliers should 
be provided for in the appropriation bill. 

It te all very well _for the tearful Senator Teller, 
whose constituents all live in the inaccessible 
heights of the Rockies among the big-horned sheep, 
to say we need no navy. Senator Teller’s lights all 
went out that day in 1896 when he cried his eyes 
out about the “betrayal of silver’ in St. Louis, and 
since then he has been walking in gross darkness. 

This is a general election year and we shal! have 
to be patient \with Congressmen whose interest it is 
to fix up the appropriation bill in such a way as to 
get most votes next November. 


ULIST LA FOLLETTE’S LATEST

E TO TYPE, . 

If Atty.-Gen. Jackson of the State of New York 
is guilty of criminal condict in his office, he will 
only prove true to his type. 

Jackson is a product of the Hearst Independence 
League. That organization put him in office. He 
was a “reformer,” of course, a dyed-in-the-woo! one. 

rom his point of view all men are not only liars, 
but boodlers and grafiers. To “reform” is in its 
root meaning only to form again. In this case the 
reform consisted in getting men out of office whom 
the fellows who wished to get in charged with all 
sorts of crimes. According to the view apparently 
prevailing in New York the new incumbent Is not 
only suspected of crime, but can be proved guilty.

WASHINGTON (D. March 3.— 
fExclusive Dispatch.] Representative 
Charlies E. Littlefield has resigned 
from. Congress in order td be free to 
fight -against organized labor. This 
information leaked out today. The 
member from Maine, whom union la- 
bor came close to defeating for re- 
election last year, is to be the head 
of a new legal branch of the Citizens’ 
Industrial Association of America. 
This organization is headed by C. 
W. Post of Battle Creek, Mich., the 
millionaire breakfast food manufac- 
turer, who has waged war on unionism 
for several years. 

The sudden decision of Littlefield, it 
is said, was precipitated by the action 
of union labor in memorializing Con- 
gress and threatening to take radical 
action if its demands were not met. 
Littlefield has vigorously opposed la- 
bor measures, In his capacity as mem- 
ber of the House Committee on Judi- 
clary. and he is especially set against 
the attempts of the wnionttes to in- 
fluence legislation. 
For this reason, the Citizens’ Indus- 
trial + Association looked upon the 
Maine representative as the most 
available man for its active campaign 
against the ambitions of the unions. 
Littlefield came out of his fight for re- 
election with much prestige. It was 
that he would have prevent- 
ed the serious inroads made on his 
majority by labor if there had not been 
connected with the campaign a pro- 
hibition tissue. This fact, added to the 
well-known antipathy Littlefield holds 
for labor, convinced the leaders of the 
anti-labor movement that he was the 
right man for the place. 
Littliefield’s own knowledge that he 
would have a bitter fight for reé#lec- 
tion for another term, coupled with 
the conviction that he should provide 
for his family, undoubtedly resulted 
in the resignation and the organiza- 
tion of the new movement. 
When seen today, Mr. Littlefield 
would neither affirm nor deny the re- 
port. He was entirely non-committal. 
“T cannot Giscuss the question,’’ he 
said, when he was asked bluntly if he 
were not retiring from public life to 
organize and manage the legal cam- 
paign to be waged against the unions. 
“I shall add nothing to my original 
statement that I am retiring to engage 
in law practice In New York with my 
son. Naturally, I will be willing and 
giad to accept any case that promises a 
fair reward. Further than that JI will

YOUNG SAYS HE WILL

8ST. PAUL, March 23.—Atty.-Gen. 
Young. on learning of the Supreme 
Court's decision, said that so far as, 
his case was concerned he would 
simply pay his fine of $100.
